Dr. Winbigler opened his address 
with a discussion of hypnotism in ite | 
many phases. “As the microscope has | 
established histology and vivisection | 
has become the handmaid of surgery.” 
he said, “so hypnotism and experi- | 
mentation have opened the door into: 
the realm of the subconscious which lies 
at the foundatian of a clear analysis 
of the workings of the mental ma- 
chinery.” 

It is commonly believed, he said, 
that a weak-minded person is the best 
subject for hypnotism. This is not 
true, however, as exper!ments show 
that the best subjects are persons pos- 
sessed of vigorous minds and bodies. 

In drawing a distinction between the 
conscious and the subconscious mind, 
the speaker said that the former col- 
lates, classifies and cognizes the outer 
world through its media, the senses. 
The subconscious mind, however, in- 
tuitively classifies, retains what the 
conscious mind gathers and inde- 
pendent of all the physical senses, by 
means. of its intuitive power, records 
all knowledge and performs its highest 
functions when the senses are at rest 
or held in abeyance. Suggestion, he 
said, is the magic wand which causes 
the subconscious mind to. open. Hyp- 
notism is the process by which the 
senses of the conscious mind are held 
in abeyance and the liberation and 
freedom of the subconscious mind se- 
cured. 

Many Strange Phenomena. 

the working of the subconscious 
said the speaker, may be traced 
many strange phenomena. Among 
these are the remarkable cures of 
various diseases effected without the 
use of medicines -in all ages. 
suggestion of the cure is made, he 
states, the subconscious mind receives 
and acts upon the suggestion, and that 
mind having control over the func- 
tions, sensations and conditions of the 
body, effects the cure, 

In speaking of thought transference, 
the speaker said: “Divine inspiration, 
instead of violating the law of prob- 
abilities. is probably and possibly the 
most likely and natural religious pro- 
cess of communication between God 
and man. The wonderfu! revelations 
of the Bible came to men when they 
were passive and open-minded to God 
and in a receptive condition to the 
suggestions of the Divine Spirit.’ 

Later the speaker took up the sub- 
ject of clairvoyance and showed that 
this but another of the intricate 
workings of the subconscious mind. 
He also touched lightly on spiritual- 
ism, giving it as his opinion that all 
phenomena in this field of research 
may be explained without the neces- 
sity of supposing that the spirits of 
the dead communicate with the living. 

Mrs. Page's Address. 

Mrs. Page's address, which preceded 
that of Dr. Winbigler, was interesting 
in the extreme. Accepting the broad 
definition of metaphysics as “the 
science of first principles, or the 
science of real as distinguished from 
phenomena! being,” and accepting the 
Bible definition of “real things” as 
those that are “unseen and spiritual,”’ 
she pointed out the underlying spirit- 
ual principle of all life’s leading in- 
terests, from domestic science to the. 
ology and jncluding all branches of 
education, music, literarure. art. his- 
tory, philosophy. psychology, sociolo- 
gy. ethics and theology 

She quoted De Quincey, who 
“All parts of knowledge have 
origin in metaphysics, and finally, per- 
haps, revolve into it. Even mathe- 
matics has not a foot to stand upon 
which is not purely metaphysical.” 

Benefits of the Club. 

The scope of such a club was shown 
by a list of brilliant lectures delivered 
upon the subject. in all its various 
ramifications, before the Nashville 
club last year by some of the south’s 
leading thinkers, without regard to 
creed or demonstrational difference, 
showing the broad sptrit of tolerance 
and brotherly interest engendered by 
the providing of such an open plat- 
form for the free discussion of high 
themes. She called her home club “a 
clearing house for ideas.” 

While advocating a fearless in.-

OFF FROM WORLD 


Mail and Telegraph Are 
Censored.

Letters Deposited in Capital 
City Is Confiscated by Zelaya. 

_ All Telegrams Must Have His 
“>. ie 


New Orleans, November 26.—A cable 
to The Picayune from Panama says: 

Letters that were written at Managua 
and smugg:ed on board a steamer at 
Corinto arrived here «today, bringing 
the first authentic news from the capl- 
tal of Nicaragua that has reached here 
in several days. The letters state that 
ihe, situation at Managua is chaotic 
beyond description. President Zelaya 
has surrounded himself with a strong 
guard of picked loyalists, and the 
presidential palace is a fortress. Mar- 
tial law is enforced with a rigorous 
hand, and all shops are closed at sun- 
set. Crowds that gather on the streets 
are dispersed with bayonets. Hun- 
dreds of men suspected with sym- 
pathizing with the revolutionists have 
been arrested and thrown into prison. 
The jails are overflowing, and many 
prisoners are being guarded in other 
buildings. 

Mail Is Censored. 

It is impossible to communicate 
with the outside world from Managua, 
either by “mail or telegraph, except by 
permission of the government, and 
lately that permission hes not been 
given to anyone. Any mail deposited 
in the Managua postoffice is opened 
and imspected by the government, and, 
as a general rule, confiscated. No 
mail arriving at Managua is delivered 
until it has been opened by the censor, 
and if it contains the slightest refer- 
ence to the revolution it is destroyed. 
No foreign newspapers are allowed 
to enter the country, and all copies 
that fall into the hands of Zelaya’s 
officials are burned. No newspapers 
have been delivered through the Mana- 
gua postoffice since the revolution 
broke out. 

The telegraph office is under 
complete control of Zelaya, and no 
messages can be sent unless they 
have his “O. K.” When a message is 
filled at the telegraph office it is im- 
mediately sent to the presidential pal- 
ace for Zelaya’s inspection. Even the 
messages filed by the diplomatic and 
consular representatives of the foreign 
governments are held up and none of 
them are allowed to be forwarded by 
the telegraph office unless Zelaya gives 
his consent. Many foreigners at Mana- 
gua are suffering for the necessaries 
of life, and their situation is serious. 
One of the letters received here closes 
with the following paragraph: 

“We are praying that God will cause 
some foreign power to intervene 
the name of humanity, and put an end 
to the anarchistic conditions that 
ist in Nicaragua.” 

Dispatches Are Intercepted. 

Washington, November 26.—The 
state department is still without’ in- 
formation from the American vice con- 
sul at Managua, Mr. Caldera, and 
strong inference is ‘hat his dispatches 
have been intercepted by the Nicara- 
guan officials under President Zelaya 
at least to the extent of cutting tele- 
graph wires. The department has no 
doubt that Mr. Caldera has attempted 
to communicate with it severa) 
during the last week or 
to the absence of specific information 
sought to be obtained through 
Vice Consul Caldera and other agen- 
cies, the officials here undoubtedly 
will delay, at least, for a time before 
taking definite aotion. 

A dispatch received from Blueflelds 
reassures the United States a~ to 
whether American interests or Ameri- 
can citizens are being interfered with 
by the revolutionary army. In effect, 
the dispatch states that great care is 
being exercised to protect American 
interests. 

The advices add that 
Dictator. belonging to the Bluefields 
Steamship Company. which came into 
the possession Of the revolutionary 
forces about a week ago, was detained 
only one day, and that such detention 
was only for the purpose of examining 
the vessel with a view to determining 
whether she carried contraband goods.

interpreted the present agreement be- 
tween Germany and the United States 
in favor of an Amercan company which 
has a branch office in Berlin. 

This branch secured letters of patent 
under the German law on an invention. 
but {It failed to place the invention 
on the market within three years, the 
time specified by the German statute 
for so doing. Thereupon a German 
brought suit to vacate the patent 
rights and the patent office decided in 
his favor. The American firm, however, 
took an appeal to the Imperial German 
supreme court, and while awaiting a 
decision, transferred the patent rights 
to its parent company in the United 
States. 

The decision of the court today de- 
clared that the patent office had 
wrongfully revoked the letters of pat- 
ent and must renew them as the Gér- 
man-American agreement guaranteed 
reciprocal treatment of patents.

phans in Armenia. This action was 
taken upon representations made ov 
the American ambassador at Constan- 
tinople. Mr. Straus, who stated that 
there were six thousand widows and 
Orphans at or near Adana, made des* 
titute by the massacres which took 
piace there some months ago. 

Up to this time the Red Cross has 
sent $14,733 to the widows and  or- 
phans of the Cherry mine disaster, in 
Tiifhois, $13,400 of which amount was 
contributed through The Chicago Tri- 
bune. 

Since the disaster, the Red Cross has 
learned that the insurance companies 
have paid over to the victims’ hene- 
ficiarles about $70,000, which makes 
the total paid to the widows and or:

All the returns are re- 
quired to be in the hands of the dis- 
trict collectors by March 1, then sent 
tc the internal revenue bureau here, 
where the tax will be assessed and 
the tax-paying corporation notified by 
June 1, the tax to be paid by July 1.

Judge Newt A. Morris, of Ma- 
rietta Circuit, Writes Second 
Letter to Gov. Brown About 
Failure to Pardon Negro. 


Marietta, Ga., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge N. A. Morris, of Marietta 
circuit, sent a second letter to Governor 
Brown today, as follows: 


“Governor Joseph M. Brown, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I am just in re- 
ceipt of your communication of the 
24th in reply to my letter concerning 
your refusal to commute the sentence 
of J. B. Kellogg to life imprisonment. 

“I quote from your communication as 
follows: ‘It should not only be your 
pleasure, but it is your sworn duty, to 
correct errors committed in your court, 
either by you or the jury.’ You have 
evidently arrived at the conclusion that 
you committed @ very grave error in 
declining executive clemency, or else 
you would not run from the question 
in this way.

My only reply to 
this effort of yours to shield ‘yourself 
in the eyes of the public for allowing 
vourself to yield to a little public sen- 
timent, and permit a negro to be exe- 
cuted when he had not committed a 
hanging crime under‘ the law, is to re- 
fer you to the powers vested in you 
under the constitution of the state of 
Georgia in article 5, paragraph 12, 
Which is as follows: ‘He (the governor) 
shal} have power to grant reprieves 
and pardons, to commute penalties, re- 
move disabilities imposed by law, and 
to remit any part of a sentence for of- 
fenses against the state, after convic- 
tion, except in cases of treason and 
impeachment.’

Furnished With Serum 
by State Board of 
Health. 


A mad dog ran amuck in Lyons, Ga., 
a few days ago, and before he had 
been captured he had bitten five vic- 
tims. A merchant of the town, a baby 
girl aged one, and three young children 
were more or less seriously bitten. 

They were immediately rushed to At- 
lanta in care of two physicians, Drs. 
W. W. Odum and R. E. MacLead. 
They went first to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute. and then to the office of the 
board of health in the capitol, where 
the serum used in the Pasteur treat- 
ment was furnished to them. 

The victims were Joseph M. Brown, 
aged 30, and a merchant of Lyons; he 
was bitten on the left hand.

After being supplied with the serum, 
the party returned to Lyons, where 
they will continue to take the regular 
treatment at home. The serum will be 
furnished from time to time by the 
state board of health under appropri- 
ation made by the legislature. 

The usual warning was given to the 
victims, never under any circumstances 
to kill the supposedly mad animal un- 
less necessary to prevent others be- 
ing bitten, but to capture it if possi- 
ble. If the animal is really mad it 
will die within ten days. Where the 
animal is killed, its head should be 
immediately sent to the State board of 
health office for examination.

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WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

‘New York, November 26.—Brad- 
street’s tomorrow will say that colder 
weather and the approach of the hol- 
iday season have continued to stim- 
ulate retail trade and measurably im- 
prove reassorting trade with the job- 
bers, while rains or snows, although 
temporarily retarding country trade 
by making the roads bad, have check- 
ed euasentive growth of or insect dam- 
age to winter wheat and given a good 
quantity of moisture to the growing 
plant, thus placing that crop in good 
shape to enter the winter. 

In the wholesale trade there are, 
however, some intimations of cross 
currents tending to restrict fullest ac- 
tivities. The high price of cotton Is 
still responsible for some curtailment 
of output, and also some hesitation 
on the part of buyers, who are slow 
to follow the goods market upward. 
It is to be noted, however, that the 
advance in prints going into effect 
thia week has been quite well received. 
Thére are also reports from a few 
large eastern markets that differences 
as to prices affect some dealings in 
dress fabrics. men’s wear and knit 
fabrics into which cotton enters, one 
result being rather smaller trade 
totals than expected. Western trade 
reports reflect slightly more optim- 
ism than do those from the eastern 
seaboard. 

Industrial reports are generally of 
large, in some cases, record output for 
the season, though here again as. for 
instance. in the case of iron and stel, 
undiminished activity in buying is 
noted in finished produets, while the 
raw material market, particularly pig 
iron, is quieter, and more ease is 
noted. Production and shipments are 
at record heights. 

Collections are good, except 
as in points in the northwest 
at the south, producers display a ten- 
dency to hold back supplies.

Dun & Co.'s Review. 

kr. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review 
of trade tomorrow will say that fa- 
vorable industria] conditions remain 
unchanged, and new production is now 
proceeding at an enormous rate. All 
through the west the thought and talk 
of the peop'e is concerning things ac- 
tually produced and wealth created in 
the soil. The recent warm weather 
checked activity in some mercantile 
lines, and high prices and sapeculative 
developments work unfavorably in 
others, and this gives the superficial 
impression of a pause in business re- 
vival. Put the basic facts still point 
to a remarkable industrial expansion 

The heavy demand for steel prod- 
ucts continues, and some reports tIn- 
dicate that specifications and new or- 
ders, thus far this month, have been 
even greater than the remarkable 
tonnage booked during October. There 
is increasing evidence of the reluct- 
ance of mills to accept business ex- 
tended far into the future, and few 
commitments have been made beyond 
the first haif of 1919. Contemplated 
construction work will call for a large 
amount of material. 

With a new and higher basis for 
cotton prints effected during the week, 
somewhat smaller volume of bust- 
ness by jobbers than customary is re- 
ported, although 100,000 pieces were 
sold by Fall River. Converters of fine 
cotton have been increasing’ their 
contract obligations. 

Export trade in cotton goods is very 
quiet, although many samples are be- 
ing sent to the Philippines. 

The demand for woolens and wor- 
steds continues active, one leading 
woolen mill running a larger percent- 
age of its looms than for many years 
past. Trade in the west is especially 
active, notably in dress goods. Cotton 
yarns are quiet, while the woolen and 
worsted yarns are easier, although 
underlying conditions in all divisions 
of the yarn market continue strong. 

Trade continues to improve in foot- 
wear. and business at present is of 
larger proportions than at any time 
since the past two years. The leather 
situation remains very strong. al- 
though business is not quite as ac- 


tive.

BULLISH ADVICES 


' Siaitide Closed’ Steady at‘ Net 


Advance of 10 to 19 Points. 
Spot Cotton Higher. 


New York, November 26.—The cotton 
market was generally stronger today 
in response to bullish southern crop 
and spot advices, with the close steady 
at a net advance of 10@19 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 1 point on December, but 
generally 10 to 13 points higher in re- 
sponse to better cables than expected, 
Liverpool having made a very steady 
showing. over the American holiday. 
December was held back at first by 
fears of notices, while Liverpool was 
quite a heavy seller of later positions, 
evidently on straddle accounts. This 
caused sonre irregularity during the 
morning, but there was considerable 
southern buying, based on reports of 
a firm interior spot situation, and a 
crop estimate of only 10,200,000 bales, 
including linters, by a prominent south- 
ern authority. This demand was suf- 
ficient to hold the market pretty close 
to the initial figures until after the 
close of Liverpool, when arbitrage 
selling orders were withdrawn and 
prices here did better on continued sup- 
port from the south and covering by 
some Wednesday's sellers. It was esti- 
mated that notices for about 20,000 
bales were issued against December 
contracts, but they seemed to be 
stopped at a discount of from 19 to 22 
points under January, and later De- 
cember moved up with the rest of the 
list. January contracts sold at 14.65c, 
and May at 15.05 during the middle of 
the afternoun, or about 23 points net 
higher, but closed a little off from the 
top under realizing. The light into- 
Sight movement and the small increase 
in the visible supply of American cot- 
ton for the week helped to sustain 
prices during the afternoon. Southern 
spot markets officially reported early 
were 4¢c higher to 3-l16c lower. Mem- 
bers of the Liverpool cotton exchange 
estimate the crop on the average at 
11,462,000 bales. 

Receipts at the ports today 41,491, 
against 58,172 last week, and 73,056 last 
year. For the week 225,000 bales, 
against 27,640 last week, and 440,447 
last year. Today’s receipts at New 
Orleans 1,911, against 5,671 last year, 
and at Houston 4,435 bales, against 22,- 
4237 last vear. 

Cotton spots closed quiet, 15 
higher: middling uplands 14.76;

ALL ANXIETY SEEMS 


Apprehensive Over Stand- 
ard Oil Decision. 


York, November 
portunity for contemplation afforded 
by the Thanksgiving holiday seemed 
to have resulted in an almost entire 
disappearance of apprehension over 
the Standard Oi! decision, which has 
been an unsettled influence in the 
stock market throughout the present 
week. Prices of Americans had been 
lifted smartly in the London market 
in the interval, and New York ac- 
cepted the altered appraisement at the 
outset and added something to the 
gains in the course of the day's trans- 
actions. 
tions was nat large, and the specula- 
tive tone was somewhat subdued yet, 
as the aftermath of the anxieties of 
the earlier part of the week. The 
abatement of uneasiness over the ef- 
fects of the Standard Oil decision was 
owing to a large extent to the revival 
of credence in the project to consoli- 
date the leading copper industries. 
The constant gatherings of influential 
copper ‘men in company with the 
bankers credited with the authorship 
of the project, foster the belief in the 
continued efforts to work out the 
combination of the lines followed by 
the financial minds in the formation of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
United States Steel itself felt the ef- 
fect of the passing influence: of the 
anti-trust decision. There was a re- 
sumption, at the same time, of ag- 
gressive operations for the advance in 
Reading. with reiteration of long- 
standing rumors of a plan in prospect 
for a distribution of part of that com- 
pany’s “concealed assets.” 

An effective leadership was thus af- 
forded for the upward course of 
prices. Some irregularity attended 
the. movement, and it was. not without 
interruptions. Renewed weakness in 
New York Central made one such in- 
terruption. Pennsylvania showed some 
sympathy, as being similarly situated 
in the prospect of addition to share 
capital. Importance is attached to 
this kind of manifestation, owing to 
the large new capital requirements 
that are to be met shortly. The large 
stock and bond issues recently an- 
nounced have provision for payment 
of almost all deferred stock until! 
the turn of the year. This and the 
belief that other issues impend, is re- 
sponsible for an opinion that the 
money market is likely to be held at a 
tension by these future requirements, 
after the usual period of relaxation. 
The estimates of the week’s currency 
movement show a decided reflux of 
funds from the interiler to New York, 
with the waning of the crop movement, 
which is one of the first signs of re- 
laxation of the money market. The 
high premium to which New York ex- 
change at Chicago has risen in the 
course of the week was a forerunner 
of this showing, the balance in favor 
of New York having run apparently 
te over $6.000,000. The demands of 
the subtreasury and the shipments 
last Saturday of gold to South Ameri- 
ea have to be reckoned with in the 
computation of the net effect on bank 
reserves, which promises, for that 
reason, to be small. The loan changes 
are in doubt, but the continued demand 
for remittance abroad suggests that 
some foreign loans have been paid off, 
which the local banks may have been 
called upon to take up. The strong 
exhibit made by the Bank of England 
was a reassuring factor in the money 
market, although the retention of the 
official discount rate is read a8 an ex- 
pression of continued distrust of the 
political outlook as shaped by the bud- 
wet controversy. The sudden rise in 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad bonds, secured by St. Louis 
and San Francisco stock as collateral, 
gave corroboration to the rumors of 
a coming disassociation of these prop- 
erties. The price of all securities con- 
cerned rose on this prospect.

COTTON, SUGAR AND RICE 


New York, November 26.—COTTON— 
The cotton market has resolved itself 
into a speculative duel betwen large 
trade interests, who think that prices 
are unwarrantably high on the one 
hand, and certain powerful New Or- 
leans, Chicago and Wal) street opera- 
tors, who support the thesis that sup- 
plies are certain to be short ang * 
consumption large, and that pri¥_ 
due to be much higher. Liverpo@ pot 
sales haVe been very small. Manches- 
ter has sent, gloomy reports as to the 
condition of trade. politics in Hngland 
and India, it is contended, may affect 
British trade unfavorably, and if there 
is any shortage of the crop in America 
and Egypt there will be a much larger 
vield than usual in India. Bellevers 
in lower prices contend that Consump- 
tion must be unfavorably affected by 
the ruling prices, and that there will be 
enough cotton and to spare. Not only 
are some speculators. fighting the ad- 
vance, but spinners at home and abroad 
are doing the same thing. For over a 
month many spinners have bought but 
sparingly. An English estimate of the 
crop, too, of 11,250,000 bales, was issued 
on Thanksgiving day, when the New 
York market was closed, and the aver- 
age guess of the members of the Liv- 
erpoo! exchange is 11,462,00 Obales. 

Liverpool keeps selling straddles 
here against purchases across the 
water, on the theory that the differ- 
ences betwen the two markets are 
only about half what they should be. 
At times there has been considerable 
liquidation by Wall street, western 
traders. Now and then 
it appears that leading bulls have 
disposed of some of their manipula- 
tive lines. even if they have stood by 
their principal holdings. The tone has 
been nervous, uncertain and more or 
less apprehensive, owing to the manip- 
uiative character of much of the trad- 
ing on both sides of the market. But 
even on days when liquidation was 
heavy, it has been remarked that the 
cotton, on the whole, hag been well 
taken. The receipts have been stead- 
ilv decreasing. Those at the ports, at 
times. have been only about half what 
thev were on the corresponding days 
last vear, and bullish weekly statis- 
tices are expected by many from now 
on. One southern house estimated the 
crop today at only 10,200,000 bales, 
including 2,450,000 bales In Texas and 
1.950,000 in Georgia. The south has 
sold so much cotton at high prices 
that its financial. condition, it is ar- 
gued, enables farmers to hold cotton 
back if they are disposed to do so. ‘A 
Baltimore authority puts the value of 
this year’s cotton crop with the seed 
at between $900,000,000 and $1,900,000,- 
a00. That would be the most profit- 
able crop on record, and. would have a 
favorable effect on the

SUGAR—Brokers in the sugar mar- 
ket complain that business the past 
week was the worst on record for this 
time of year, allowing for the usual) 
holiday dullness. Distributers were 
not disposed to take granulated on 
their 5-cent contracts. 580 that new 
businesa 10 points. higher was out of 
the question; one independent, in fact, 
still quoting the figure mentioned. 
Refiners are well satisfied with the 
stagnation, as they have none too 
much raw sugar. Speculators in Eu- 
rope are taking advantage of the in- 
difference of refiners to buy. The ob- 
sorption of Javas by Europe has made 
local refiners more dependent upon 
Louisiana cane sugar for their prese- 
ing requirements. _.
